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VETERINARY  MEDICINE 
Veterinary  medicine 
deals  with  the  care  and 
treatment  of  animals  and 
poultry,  and  the  supply 
and  control  of  food  and 
other  products  derived 
from  them  for  man's  use* 
The  veterinarian  is  par- 
ticularly concerned  with 
the  preventive  and  cura- 
tive treatment  of  animal 
diseases  and  injuries,  and 
with  combating  parasites. 
He  is  also  called  upon  for 
advice  and  assistance  in 
regard  to  breeding,  feeding, 
and  hygienic  management  of 
livestock,  including 
poultry.    There  is  a  wide 
field  for  his  services  in 
caring  for  food-  and  fur- 
producing  animals,  horses, 
poultry,  and  pets. 

The  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry,  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture,  is  the 
largest  single  employer  of 
veterinarians.    Its  veter- 
inary inspectors  must  be 
graduates  of  veterinary 
colleges  maintaining  the 
requirements  necessary  to 
be  listed  by  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture 
and  the  IT.  S.  Civil  Service 
Commission  as  accredited 
veterinary  colleges.  The 
U.  S.  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission certifies  quali- 
fied applicants  for  openings 
and  the  salary  of  a  Junior 
Veterinarian  begins  at 
$2,000  per  annum.
